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RESIGNATION OF DIAZ 
EXPECTED IN MEXICO 


Mexico City, March 28.—The 
report that President Diaz will 
resign is regarded as not wholly 
without foundation, though the 
date of such action is contingent 
upon the re-establishment of 
peace. 

Semi-officially it was stated 
today that President Diaz has no 
intention of going abroad, as has 
also been reported, while the 
present state of insurrection 
continues, but peace established, 
the same authority said that it 
was not improbable that General 
Diaz would seek retirement. 

The members of the new cab- 
inet, with the exception of Fran- 
cisco Leon de la Barra, who has 
not yet arrived at the capital, 
took the oath of office in the 
ambassador's hall at the nation- 
al palace at noon today. 


GUERRILLA WAR STOPPED 
BY INSURGENT LEADER 


El Paso, Texas, March 28.— 
Guerrilla warfare has been for- 
mally abandoned by the Mexican 
insurrectos, according to a de- 
cree issued by Francisco I. Ma- 
dero, and made public here -to- 
day. The decree organizes the 
entire republic of Mexico into 
seven groups of states. Army 
ranks and the promise of a law 
giving pensions to widows and 
children are announced. Ma- 
dero becomes “supreme head of 
the insurgent army.”

This ar- 
rangement includes the elimination of 
Vice President Corral, a sick man, than 
whom there is probably no more un- 
popular personage in Mexico. 

Corral, already out of the cabinet, 
will resign the second highest office 
in the land. Limantour, minister of 
finance, or de la Barra, the new for- 
eign minister pro tempore, will exer- 
the functions of his office. The 
insurrectos do not consider de la Barra 
a strong man, and the inference was 
plain in the interviews today that 
Limantour was the leader relied upon 
to carry out the government's guaran- 
tees.

Grafting inPhonograph 
Records. 


Arthur E. Severe, until ten days ago 
manager of the talking machine de- 
partment of the Elyea-Austell Com- 
pany, has been arrested in Cleveland 
at the instance of the authorities here, 
on the charge of embezzlement. Mem- 
bers of the firm state that he has been 
of several thousand rec- 
ords, valued at over $4,000. 

Mr, Severe is well known here, and 
was connected with the Elyea-Austell 
Company for some time. He and his 
wife lived at 376 Oakland avenue, and 
had many friends in the city, to whom 
the news of his trouble will come as a 
great surprise. 

Dr. W. C. Warren, secretary and 
treasurer of the Elvea-Austell Com- 
pany ,stated last night that nothing 
was known of Mr. Severe’s shortage 
until after he had left the city, and 
that the firm had been-grealy sur- 
prised at the facts revealed by a care- 
ful checking of their stock in records 
and machines. 

“Mr. Severe was the head of the de- 
'partment,” said Dr. Warren, “and had 
complete charge; even, doing the .buy- 
ing. When his accounts were checked 
over very carefully he was found to 
be short several thousand records, cash 
for which he had not turned into the 
head office. He did a very large busi- 
ness at the Peachtree store, and we 
think that he sold these records, and 
failed to make an accounting of them.”

The quantity 
of flowers that comes from Bermuda 
for the Easter trade is small, compared 
to the quantity used.

“We heard a good deal of the blight 
that fell upon the Bermuda lily a few 
years ago, and it is precisely the same 
thing that is attacking the plants here,” 
declared an officer of the Wholesale 
Florists’ Association.

But a murderer should not 
be pardoned simply out of sympathy 
for an unfortunate and suffering wife 
and children, for most criminals are 
married men. On its merits the case

Governor Takes No Stock 
in the Report.

Chattanooga Dispatch Says 
That Louisville and Nashville 
May Parallel State Road, a 
ing Afraid State May Not 
Renew Lease. 


Governor Brown does not believe 
that the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis raijway and its controlling 
line, the Louisville and Nashville, se- 
riously contemplate the construction 
of a line to parallel the Western and 
and Atlanta railroad from Chattanooga 
to Atlanta, as was stated in a report 
from Chattanooga, which was publish- 
ed in Atlanta Tuesday afternoon. 

It was stated in the dispatch that as 
soon as its lease on the state road ex- 
pires that the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis, which is the lessee of 
the state road, contemplates the con- 
of the parallel line, 
80 that . when its lease ex- 
pires nine years hence it will be inde- 
pendent of the state of Georgia, in so 
far as the Western and Atlantic is con- 
cerned. 

Afraid to Take Chance. 

It was stated further that the roads 
are afraid to take chances on renew- 
ing the lease, for fear the state may 
decide to operate the line itself in 
the future or may lease it to the South- 
ern or the Central, the competing lines 
to Chattanooga from Atlanta. 

The dispatch says in part: 

“Considerable has been said in the 
last few months of the plans of the 
Tennessee, Alabama and Georgia rat!- 
road in connection with the Rome and 
Northern and the Seaboard Air Line to 


The real pur- 
pose of that line is now said to be to 
prepare the Nashville, Chattanooga gnd 
St. Louis and the Louisville and Nash- 
ville to be independent of the Western 
and Atlantic should the lease not be 
renewed nine years from now.’”’ 

Governor Brown expressed the opin- 
ion that such a road would zigzag too 
much in its course to be advisable and 
that should the lessees of the road 
decide to construct a competing line 
the most feasible plan would be to tap 
the main line of the N. C. & St. t. 
at some point between Chattanooga 
and Nashville, followed its own line 
down to Huntsville and operate from 
that point into Atlanta. 

Does Not Believe Report. 

However, as previously stated, the 
governor does not believe the N. C. & 
St. L. has any such project In mind. 
He expressed the belief that if the 
lessee is given a “square deal’ by the 
state and is allowed reasonable profits 
on its investment the state can lease 
the state road to the present lessee at 
a figure in advance of the present 
lease price. 

Governor Brown believes, however, 
that if the lessee should desire to be- 
come independent of the state road 
it will not materially affect the in- 
terests of the latter line. It is a 
valuable piece of property and he is 
convinced that it could be leased to 
some other road, probably the Central 
or the Southern. 

The governor pointed out that the 
earnings .of the state road are now 
far in advance of what they were 
when it monopolized traffic between 
Atlanta and Chattanooga and that its 
earning capacity is far in advance of 
what it was then, even though two 
roads now compete with i!{t. The in- 
creasing prosperity, he says, is *r 
sponsible for this advance and he be- 
lieves the state road, with equipment 
and roadbeq as fine as any in the 
south, can hold its own with any num- 
ber of competing lines.

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HELO FOR MURDER 


T. W.. Reeves and R. W. 
Miller. are Held for 
Killing W. B: Horne. 


The coroner’s, jury investigating the 
death of W. B. Horne, express clerk, 
who was killed Monday night near 
Magnolia street bridge, after hearing 
a dozen witnesses yesterday morning 
at Patterson’s undertaking establish- 
ment, returned a verdict charging T. 
W. Reeves and R. W. Miller, railroad 
detectives, with murder, and recom- 
mending that both be held for action 
by the Fultén county grand jury. Both 
prisoners were sent back to the Fulton 
county jal). ° 

Probably the most important witness 
before the coroner was E. J. McCord, 
Western and Atlantic raiJway train- 
master, on duty at that time, who was 
near the scene of the life-taking, al- 
though he did not see the parties when 
it occurred. Yardmaster McCord told of 
the duties expected by the roads’ secret 
service men, and said that just before 
Horne was shot he himself was held 
up by Miller and Reeves as he was 
passing through the yard. “I did not 
like the manner in which they dis- 
charged their duty,” said Mr. McCord. 
“They were*rough and uncouth in 
what they said and what they did, and 
I made up my mind right then to report 
them to the head of that. department.” 

Cass Patillo and his son, Ed Patillo, 
who were passing through the yard, 
said that when Horne came upon the 
scene he was accosted by the yard de- 
tectives. Horne declined to stop when 
called by the officers, so the Patillos 
assert, but apparently dodged be- 
tween two cars on the Dixie Flyer’s 
track, at the same time warning the 
officers to leave him alone. Then in 
the same second almost the shooting 
began and Horne started into a run. 

“It seemed to us,” sald the elder 
Patillo, “that the man who was shot 
thought he was being held up Py 
footpads and shot and ran to protect 
himself.”

Mr. Nutting’s Reply. 


Councilman Nutting’s reply follows: 

Mr. R. L. Foreman, Chairman, At- 
lanta, Ga.—Dear Mr. Foreman: I am in 
receipt of your courteous letter of 
March 27, extending to me, in behalf 
of the Atlanta Art Association, an in- 
vitation to be present at the meeting 
next Tuesday afternoon, and discuss 
with Mr. Henry Turner Bailey the 
question of “The Place and Power of 
Drawing in Public Education.” 

The invitation would seem to imply 
that I am opposed to the teaching of 
drawing in our public schools. I have 
stated so many times that l-am strong- 
ly in favor of drawing, that it would 
seem almost unnecessary to make the 
statement again. I have made this 
statement in all of our. <alaily papers, 
and, in addition, I made tuis statement 
in the most emphatic way before the 
joint meeting of the board of education 
apd the council committee on schools, 
which was attended by at least a few 
members of the Atlanta Art Assocla- 
tion. 

Mr. Bailey and I seem to be in har- 
mony as to the general proposition 
that drawing ought to be taught in 
our public schools, and such being the 
case, there would seem to be no issue 
between us, except possibly as to some 
minor details. 

My proposition is that there is some- 
thing wrong in the particular methods 
used in the drawing department of the 
public schools of Atlanta. The system 
in Boston may be perfect, but I insist 
that some changes ought to be made in 
the methods used in Atlanta: 

f Mr. Bailey will submit the propo- 
sition that the drawing normal in 
Atlanta ought to be conducted in such 
a way as to bitterly antagonize prac- 


tically every teacher who attends such 


normal, or if he will submit thé prop- 
osition that drawing ought to be 
taught in our public schools in such a 
way as to subject the system to. the 
hostile criticism of nearly every gram- 
mar school principal in the city, I 
might be willing to reply to such argu- 
ments as he might advance in support 
of these propositions. 

Or, if he will take the position that 
the purchase of the so-called drawing 
material ought to subject the patrons 
of the schools to a greater expense, at 
least as to some of the grades, than 
is required for the purchase of all of 
the other books in such grades, I could 
probably submit a few arguments on 
the other side of that question. 

Or, if he will submit the proposition 
that the patrons of the schools ought 
to be forced to purchase drawing ma- 
terial, much of which is never used, 
certainly never used by the children 
who furnished the money for its pur- 
chase, I could present a few arguments 
against that proposition. -It may be a 
great thing for the material man in 
New York and Boston, but I submit 
that it is rather hard on the patrons 
of the schools, many of whom have 
large families and distressingly inade- 
quate incomes. 

It will probably be stated, in answer 
to these propositions, that if abuses 
have crept into the system, such abuses 
ought to be corrected, and this is ex- 
actly what I am trying to bring about. 
A committee from the board of educa- 
tion is now investigating the drawing 
department of our school system, and 
I sineerely hope that some changes 
may be made as a result of that in- 
vestigation.

Wire Men on Hlinois Central

New Orleans, March 28.—A general 
strike of the telegraphers employed by 
the Illinois Central railroad will be call- 
ed on April 1, if the demands of the men 
for a 20 per cent increase in wages is 
not granted, according to local repre- 
sentatives of the telegraphers.

Cotton producers in the southern states are at the 
parting of the ways. 

The old dilemma regarding the extent of acreage is upper- 
most. 

Whatever the decision, it should be tempered by the deter- 
mination to— 

Hedge cotton with corn! 

If the past two years in the south have emphasized one fact 
more distinctly than another, it is that corn and hogs comprise a 
ready market aSset practically upon the same plane as cotton. 

Other crops’offer additional’ abundant means wherewith to 
lower the. price at which the inevitable cotton is to be raised, and 
to increase the profit upon the staple, at whatever price it is event- 
vally sold. hogs 

Should even a relatively small acreage be planted, the ensuing 
high price would have to undérgo a heavy deduction to reach the 
profit stage, unless general diversification had been uniformly ob- 
served. 

Whereas, should man and nature conspire to produce an un- 
precedented yield, there would be the safeguard of a large volume 
of corn, hogs and other products, readily marketable, equipped to 
lower the cost at which the cotton was produced and to elevate 
the margin of profit should the price trend downward. 

In the southern states we have recorded progress truly won- 
derful toward impoving our strain of porkers, substituting: the 
thoroughbred for the scrub, and raising corn and other products 
with which to profitably fatten them. 

But we still send needless millions out of the section for the 

meat and the grain upon which to subsist, and with which to 
raise our principal money crop. 
If the south goes to market next fall with a full smokehouse 
and corn crib, not to mention other toll of the soil, she will be in 
a position of almost absolute independence from industrial and agri- 
cultural standpoints. 

If she throws on-the market a large, a small or a moderate 
cotton crop, and is compelled to take the money from its yield to 
send to. the west for meat and grain, her present vantage ground 
will be undermined to an extent that it is at present difficult to 
estimate. 

The Constitution believes the lesson of diversification has 
been impressed upon southern farmers with sufficient financial 
emphasis to insure its wide observance during the opening season. 
: But forthcoming conditions in the textile and genefal business 
fields are as yet nebulous enough to render sane and sound the 
policy of restricting the cotton acreage and opening the throttle on 
i diversification. 


* 
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THE HARVEST OF THE TRAIN. 


If the territory covered and the people addressed be accepted 
as criteria, the recently -ended tour of the “college on wheels” may 
be expected to return a large harvest of substantial dividends. 

Penetrating one hundred and twenty counties, and getting in 
touch with three hundred and fifty thousand people, it is reason- 
able to assume that scientific agriculture in Georgia has been given 
a substantial impetus. 

The chief, and most valuable, feature of the trip was.the eager 
receptivity of audiences in every part of the state. 

Farmers of every age and class drove many miles, in instances 
innumerable, to hear the gospel of business agriculture. 

There was present, of course, the inevitable percentage of the 
simply curious. But it the testimony of the newspaper men who 
accompanied the train is to be credited, the larger proportion of 
the audiences was composed of men anxious to acquire closer ac- 
quaintance with the principles that have revolutionized modern

agriculture. 

The testimony of the experts who accompanied the train is of 
equal value as indicating that Georgia is awakened to the possi- 
bilities of gcientific farming as fever before in hér history. 

In the old days the experiment stations and the agricultural 
adjuncts placed variously at the disposal of the farmer had to adopt 
almost heroic treatment to get a hearing. 

Today, the condition is practically reversed. 

The thirst for expert knowledge is abroad in the land. And 
the beauty of the sort-of crop sown by the educational train is that 
its harvests are perennial and cumulative.

To Allow Them to Profit 
by Aldrich Plan. 


At Meeting of Monetary Com- 
mission and Currency Com- 
mittee of National Banks It 
Was Agreed That State 
Banks Be Taken Care Of. 


Washington, March 28.-—There was 
much discussion of the relationship of 
state banks to the proposed nationa] 
reserve association at a conference 
today between the national monetary 
commission and the currency commis- 
sion of the American Bankers’ As- 
sociation over the Aldrich currency 
bill. All present appeared to recog- 
nize the necessity of taking care of 
the state institutions. The plan which 
appeared to receive the most favorable 
consideration was one looking to the 
bringing of state banks under fed- 
era] charters. 

How It May Be Accomplished. 

It was suggested this end might be 
accomplished by broadening the privi- 
leges of the national banks. Under 
the present law those banks are not 
permitted to loan money on real estates 
or to do a savings bank or trust busi- 
ness, and it was suggested that if 
these features coulqg be added many of 
the state banks would accept national 
charters in order to obtain the added 
security which would be assured by 
that step. 

Incidentally there were many ref. 
erences to the postal savings bank 
system and there was general] concur- 
rence of opinion that whatever might 
be the outlook the postal system had 
not met all the expectations of some 
of its friends. 

Bille of Lading as Security. 

The commission also discussed the 
advisability of accepting bills of lad- 
ing as security. Senator Balley raised

Police Ordered to Close 
Den of Iniquity. 


Story of Nellie: Lewis Told in 
Recorder’s Court Reveals a 
Place Kept by Willie Stamper 
Where Young Girls Are 
Ruined. 


The police authorities, acting under 
a court order by Recorder Judge Nash 
R. Broyles, proceeded yesterday to 
close up a house in which young girls, 
almost children, in short dresses, were 
lured into lives of vice and degrada- 
tion. 

That such a place should have ex- 
isted in Atlanta has been a revelation 
to béth the recorder and the police. 
The woman who has been conducting 
this place has been tried once for 
murder and acquitted, was mixed up 
in another case of murder and assas- 
sination, and has been in numerous 
troubles with the police. 

The woman is Willie Stamper, and 
she has. been running a place at 57 
Johnson street. Associated with her 
has been another woman, Louvine 


. Bryant. 


The discovery of such a place in 
Atlanta was made when the city de- 
tectives undentook to locate Nellie 
Lewis, a 14-year-old girl, the daughter 
of G. P. Bewis, of 252 Kirkwood ave- 
nue. The girl disappeared fram her 
home last Saturday and was found 
Monday morning just after she had 
left the Stamper house. She confessed 
to the police that she had remained 
with the Stamper woman Saturday 
night, Sunday and Sunday night, and 
had been made to hide when the offi- 
cers visited the place. She stated that 
while with the Stamper 
was made to lead a life of immorality. 

In the recorder’s court Tuesday 
morning Willie Stamper and Louvins 
Bryant were arraigned on the charge 
of running a disorderly house, and 
they were confronted with the Lewis 
girl, who reiterated her confession in 
open court. The girl admitted that 
she had heen guilty of, living an im- 
moral life before she met the Stamper 
woman, but said she had tried to re- 
form and was going to Sunday school. 

To the recorder Nellie Lewis stated 
that Louvine Bryant had furnished 
her with a woman's dress so0 as to 
make her look older than she was: 
that Willie Stamper had telephoned 
for several men to come to the house, 
and that while she was there she was 
@iven $2.10; that when the detectives 
came to search the house she was 
made to take off her shoes and hide 
in the bath room. 

The women on trial denied that they 
had enticed the girl to their home, or 
that they had made her hide from the 
officers. In fact, they boldly and: bra- 
zenly denied the whole story told by 
the girl. 

The father of Nellie Lewis appeared 
-n court and stated that all he knew 
was that his little girl had disap- 
peared from home on Saturday and 
was found by the detectives on Mon- 
day. He seemed heart-broken over 
the whole affair, and if his girl has 
been leading a wrong life in the past 
he had never known it. 

The recorder bound over both of the 
women to the state court for con- 
ducting a house of questionable char- 
acter, and he instructed the police to 
close up the house and to keep a watch 
on the women to see, if they remained 
in Atlanta, that they did not again 
conduct a place where young, girls 
could be luréd to ruin. 

The girl promised not to do wrong 
ayair, and as her old father wanted 
her she was allowed to return home 
with him.

Dr. Nehemiah Boynton, of New York 
city, and Rev. Samuel T. Johnson, of 
Minneapolis, Minn., probably the two 
most conspicuous figures of the Con- 
gregational church, were the guests 
at a banquet last evening given by 
the members of the Central Congre- 
gational church. 

Dr. Boynton is moderator of the 
national council Congregational 
churches ang is regarded as the real 
official head of the church in this 
country. Mr. Johnson is chairman of 
the national apportionment committee 
of the national council. 

As the visit of the two distinguish- 
ed leaders in Atlanta was somewhat 
limited, the Atlanta church gave a 
banquet in their honor for the double 
purpose of allowing its members. op- 
portunity to meet them and to hear 
them discuss the work of the church. 

The supper was held in the bagse- 
ment auditorium ang was largely at- 
tended. A. W. Farlinger, chairman of 
the board of deacons, presided and in- 
troduced the guests, Dr. Boynton 
speaking first.

ALFRED HERTZ, YOUNGEST 


Alfred Hertz, who will conduct the 
performance of Humperdinck’s “Koe- 
nigskinder,” which will be presented 
by the Metropolitan Opera Company in 
Atlanta on the night of April 28, is 
the youngest German operatic conduc- 
tor of distinction today connected with 
the great operatic organization. 

Although not yet forty years of age, 
he holds a most enviable position as 
a conductor. He is now in his tenth 
consecutive year of his services with 
the Metropolitan Opera Company, 4 
record which is unparalleled in Ameri- 
can operatic history. 

He was born at Frankfort-on-Main, 
Germany. None of his family were mu- 
sical, but he at an early age gave 
evidence of musical talent. One day 
when quite a little boy, hearing the 
whistle of a locomotive of a passing 
train, he immediately ran over to the 
piano and picked out the note which 
the whistle had sounded. This im- 
pressed his parents and friends very 
much, and a course of musical study 
was at once planned for him. He went 
to the conservatory in his native town, 
where he studied the plano—harinony 
and composition. He made his delhi 
as an operatic conductor at Altenburg 
when only twenty years of age. Later, 
he conducted opera at Elberfeld and 
Breslau.

MAY WHEAT AGAIN 
“BREAKS LOW RECORD 


Lost One-Fourth to Three- 
Eighth Cent From Pre- 


vious Day’s Close. 


Chicago, March 28.—Through slow 
but sure widening of the discount on 
May wheat, that option today, for the 
second time within 24 hours, broke this 
year’s low price record. Closing figures 
were easy, with a ie to 4%@%*% under 
last night’s prices. Corn finished % up 
to a shade down, oats at an advance of 
a 1-16 to 4@*%*, and hog products 
showing 7% to 27% @30c decline. 

It was largely a scalping market for 
wheat. Values were higher early, the 
short interest being somewhat extended 
and most speculators inclined to favor 
a@ moderate rally. Besides, there was 
and further 
reports of unfavorable conditions for 
the growth of the crop in southwestern 
Kansas. Another source of temporary 
Strength arose from a substantial de- 
crease in the world’s available supply. 
Cash demand here, however, proved list- 
less, and the buying power for options 
soon became exhausted, particularly in 
the case of the May delivery. In view 
of the weakness thus niade evident 
many traders who had bought during 
the first part of the session turned to 
the selling side so that final transac- 
tions were within a shade of the lowest 
point reached. May ranged from 87% 
to 88% @88%, and in the end was \* @% 
off at 875% @87%. 

Announcement of export sales of corn 
strengthened that cereal, but a reac- 
tion set in when the fact developed that 
the foreign purchasing had been done 
while the market here was at a com- 
paratively low level.- May fluctuated 
between 47% @48 and 48@48%, closing 
steady at 48% just the same as 24 hours 
before. Cash corn was firm; No. 2 yel- 
low closed at 47@ 48. 

Oats advanced on account of buying 
done for longs from neighboring pita. 
The market, however, dropped back 
later with other grain. High and low 
points touched by May were 30% @30% 
and 30@. with the close a shade up at 
30% @30%. 

Provisions gave way under heavy 
sales on the part of packers and pag 
mission firms. The outcome was 
slump all around—pork 27% @30 to 30: 
lard 7% to 10@12%, and ribs 7% to 16
